In  1980,  the  Marquesa  Masauje  Hachisuka  (ChiyeNagamine),  our  first 
Japanese  alumna,  returned  to  Pine  Manor  to  celebrate  her  fiftieth  Reunion. 

Although  most  other  international  alumnae  have  been  unable  to  return  to  the 
College,  many  have  been  enthusiastic  supporters  of  Pine  Manor  in  their  own 
lands.  From  Hong  Kong  to  Switzerland  and  beyond,  international  alumnae 
have  fond  memories  of  their  years  at  Pine  Manor:  a college  which  has  always 
offered  a particularly  supportive  environment  to  young  women  often 
thousands  of  miles  from  home. 

In  this  article,  alumnae  from  abroad  talk  about  Pine  Manor,  their  lives, 
families,  and  careers. 


China 


Margaret  Pei  Chuan  Lee  Seidel,  '52 

After  30  years  in  the  United  States, 
Margaret  Pei  Chuan  Lee  Seidel  re- 
turned last  October  to  her  homeland, 
the  Peoples'  Republic  of  China.  The 
occasion  was  the  first  Sino-American 
symposium  on  the  chemistry  of  natu- 
ral products. 

Dr.  Seidel,  assistant  professor  of 
chemistry  at  Montgomery  County 
Community  College  in  Blue  Bell, 
Pennsylvania,  left  her  native  Shang- 
hai in  1948  for  Hong  Kong  to  escape 
the  Communist  takeover  of  mainland 
China.  Soon  thereafter,  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  a Chinese  friend  at 
Dana  Hall,  she  came  to  the  U.S.  to 
attend  Pine  Manor.  She  has  been  liv- 
ing in  this  country  ever  since. 

After  finishing  at  Pine  Manor, 
Margaret  went  on  to  Mount  Holyoke 
where  she  received  a Bachelor's  de- 
gree in  Chemistry  in  1954.  In  1959  she 
completed  her  Ph.D.  in  Organic 
Chemistry  at  Cornell,  and  then  spent 
the  following  two  years  at  Stanford 
University  doing  post-doctoral  work. 
Margaret's  invitation  to  attend  the 


symposium  in  Shanghai  last  year 
came  from  a professor  of  hers  at  Cor- 
nell, the  man  who  served  as  her  dis- 
sertation advisor  twenty  years  ago. 

Margaret  Seidel  was  one  of  15 
Americans  selected  to  attend  the 
symposium  on  the  chemistry  of  natu- 
ral products  sponsored  by  the  U.S. 
National  Science  Foundation  and  the 
Chinese  Academy  of  Sciences.  (Natu- 
ral products  chemistry  involves  the 
study  of  the  isolation,  structure,  and 
synthesis  of  materials  derived  from 
plants  and  animals,  as  well  as  anti- 
biotics.) 

Margaret's  visit  to  Shanghai  was 
also  the  occasion  of  a reunion  with 
her  oldest  brother  and  sister  whom 
she  hadn't  seen  for  close  to  32  years. 
They  had  stayed  on  in  China  after  the 
Revolution  while  the  rest  of  the  fam- 
ily fled  to  Hong  Kong. 

Margaret,  who  has  two  children, 
Martin,  16,  and  Andrew,  18,  met  her 
husband  while  studying  at  Cornell. 
Michael  Seidel,  originally  from  Ger- 
many, is  a chemist  with  Rohm  and 
Haas.  For  11  years,  she  stayed  home 
to  raise  her  two  children,  returning  to 
her  profession  in  1972  to  teach  at 
Montgomery  County  Community 
College. 


Dr.  Seidel  says  that  she  enjoys  her 
present  job  because  of  her  "love  for 
chemistry  and  the  contact  with  the 
students.  It  is  challenging,"  she  says, 
"to  get  my  students  to  share  some  of 
my  enthusiasm  for  chemistry." 

It  was,  in  fact,  the  enthusiasm  of 
her  own  teachers  at  Pine  Manor  that 
instilled  an  interest  in  chemistry  in 
Margaret  Lee  Seidel. 

"It  was  Mrs.  Greene,  my  chemistry 
teacher,  and  Mrs.  Crawford,  my 
physiology  teacher,  who  got  me  in- 
terested in  the  field  of  science.  Mrs. 
Crawford  even  drove  me  to  Mount 
Holyoke  College  to  have  an  interview 
with  the  director  of  admissions  there. 
All  my  women  professors,  both  in 
Pine  Manor  and  Mount  Holyoke, 
provided  me  with  a role  model  to 
emulate  academically." 


El  Salvador 


Eva  Lopez-Davidson,  '79 

One  of  the  questions  most  fre- 
quently asked  Eva  Lopez-Davidson 
of  El  Salvador  during  her  first  days  at 
Pine  Manor  was:  how  did  you  hear  of 
the  College? 
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"In  fact,"  says  Eva,  "I  had  learned 
of  it  from  many  of  my  Salvadorian 
friends  who  were  Pine  Manor  alum- 
nae, and  from  Mrs.  Dorothy  Clift 
[Acting  Director  of  Admissions],  I 
remember  staying  after  classes  were 
over  one  day  [at  the  American  School 
in  San  Salvador]  to  see  the  repre- 
sentative from  Pine  Manor.  At  that 
time,  I wasn't  sure  of  where  I wanted 
to  go  to  school  — a big  university,  a 
small  college,  a co-ed  school.  Yet  after 
seeing  the  slides  of  the  campus  and 
talking  to  Mrs.  Clift,  I knew  Pine 
Manor  was  high  up  on  my  list.  I filled 
in  the  application  I was  given,  I sent 
it,  and  waited  anxiously  for  the  re- 
sults. I was  accepted,  and  I came  to 
visit  the  school  with  my  mother.  She 
loved  it  and  so  did  I.  The  following 
fall  I was  among  the  many  freshmen 
entering  Pine  Manor." 

Two  years  later  in  the  spring,  Eva 
stood  out  at  Pine  Manor's  Com- 
mencement when  she  received  the 
Marie  Warren  Potter  Award  for  hav- 
ing the  highest  academic  record  in 
two  years.  She  also  received  prizes  for 
excellence  in  the  study  of  both  French 
literature  and  mathematics. 

With  the  encouragement  of  Pine 
Manor's  French  literature  instructor. 
Dr.  Mary  Gegerias,  she  went  on  to 
Wellesley  where  she  majored  in  Eco- 
nomics and  French,  "a  fascinating 
combination,"  says  Eva.  During  the 
summer  of  1980,  she  was  in  Avignon, 
France,  with  Bryn  Mawr's  Institut 
d'Etudes  Franfaises,  and  now  having 
graduated  from  Wellesley  (as  a 
Wellesley  College  Scholar)  she  is  off 
for  Europe  again  — this  time  to  spend 
a year  between  college  and  graduate 
school  at  Cordon  Bleu,  the  gourmet 
cuisine  school  in  Paris.

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“After  my  year  in  France,"  says  this 
energetic  young  alumna,  “I'm  apply- 
ing to  Stanford  University  for  a Mas- 
ter's in  Latin  American  Studies.  If  I'm 
accepted,  that  is  where  I'll  probably 
be  from  1982  to  1983.  The  only  way  to 
describe  my  future  (at  least  in  the 
short-run)  is  busy!" 


Hong  Kong 


Beverly  (Bebe)  Pang  Zecha,  '54 

Bebe  Zecha's  life  is  truly  interna- 
tional in  scope.  Close  to  a third  of  her 
year  is  spent  in  locations  around  the 
globe;  Japan,  Switzerland,  Bali,  New 
York,  and  Honolulu  to  name  a few. 

Bebe's  husband,  Adrian  Zecha,  is 
involved  in  two  businesses  with 
worldwide  dimensions,  and  Mrs. 
Zecha  usually  accompanies  her  hus- 
band as  he  moves  back  and  forth  over 
the  map.  In  the  publishing  domain, 
Mr.  Zecha  is  director  of  companies  in 
Japan  and  Hong  Kong  which  produce 
industrial,  trade,  and  consumer  mag- 
azines, as  well  as  books.  One  of  the 
magazines  in  which  he  is  involved  is 
Orientations,  a beautiful  publication 
which  explores  the  history,  art,  and 
cultures  of  Asia  and  the  Pacific.  He  is 
also  a director  and  partner  of  Regent 
International  Hotels.  The  newest 
hotel  in  the  chain,  the  Hong  Kong 
Regent,  opened  this  year  to  interna- 
tional acclaim. 


In  addition  to  their  home  in  Hong 
Kong,  which  they  regard  as  their 
main  domicile,  the  Zechas  maintain 
an  apartment  in  New  York  and  a 
house  in  Bali.  The  house  in  Bali,  says 
Bebe,  is  regarded  as  “our  real  and 
favorite  home!" 

Born  in  Hawaii,  of  Chinese  extrac- 
tion, Bebe  Zecha  graduated  from 
Honolulu's  Punahau  School  before 
traveling  to  the  mainland  to  attend 
Pine  Manor.  After  studying  at  Pine 
Manor,  Bebe  continued  her  education 
at  Barnard  College,  where  she  ma- 
jored in  English  literature.  She  then 
returned  to  Boston  to  pursue  a 
Harvard-Radcliffe  Management 
Training  Program. 

Bebe  met  Adrian  Zecha  in  1960 
during  a visit  to  Hong  Kong,  and  in 
1964  they  were  married  in  Basle, 
Switzerland. 

An  active  volunteer,  Bebe  has  col- 
lected clothes,  toys,  and  other 
supplies  for  refugees  from  Indo- 
China.  She  also  tries  to  spend  as 
much  time  as  possible  on  her  interest 
in  Asian  art,  in  particular,  collecting 
Chinese  ceramics. 

“The  greater  part  of  my  life  revolves 
around  making  our  various  houses 
work,"  says  Bebe.  “Adrian's 
schedule,  more  often  than  not,  is  very 
hectic  because  in  our  part  of  the 
world,  a great  deal  of  business  is 
conducted  in  a social  environment 
and  I must  do  a lot  of  entertaining. 
Approximately  one-third  of  the  year 
is  spent  traveling,  either  accompany- 
ing Adrian  or  visiting  Ajai  [their  11- 
year-old  son]  in  Switzerland." 


Bebe's  schedule  this  summer  con- 
jures up  airports  and  passports,  taxis, 
changing  currencies  and  cuisines: 
there's  July  in  Bali,  then  on  to  Maui, 
Honolulu,  New  York,  and  Europe  be- 
fore Bebe  Zecha  finally  sets  down  in 
Hong  Kong  in  September. 


Japan 


Chiye  Nagamine  Hachisuka,  '30 

In  May  of  1980,  the  Marquesa 
Masauje  Hachisuka,  of  Japan, 
traveled  halfway  around  the  world  for 
her  fiftieth  class  reunion. 

The  former  Chiye  Nagamine 
graduated  from  Pine  Manor  in  1930, 
becoming  the  College's  first  Japanese 
alumna.  She  went  on  to  earn  her  B.  A. 
from  Wellesley  College. 

On  her  return  to  Japan  she  married 
Masauje  Hachisuka,  a member  of  the 
Japanese  nobility  whose  royal  lineage 
dates  back  to  medieval  days. 

In  Tokyo,  Madame  Hachisuka  is 
active  in  events  for  UNICEF  and  St. 
Mary's  and  St.  Andrew's  Schools.  She 
also  runs  the  Black  and  White  Ball  of 
the  Japanese  Animal  Welfare  Society. 

The  Marquesa  credits  her  years  at 
Pine  Manor  for  developing  her  inter- 
national outlook,  and  for  giving  her 
the  strength  to  endure  the  war  years 
and  the  courage  to  help  in  rebuilding 
Japan.  She  has  expressed  her  loyalty 
to  Pine  Manor  by  donations  of  books 
on  Japan  and  a rare  edition  of  Lady 
Murasaki's  diary.

"One  thing  I would  like  Pine 
Manor  people  (especially  in  the  class- 
es of  '63,  '64,  and  '65  . . . ) to  know  is 
how  much  I appreciated  their  kind 
and  thoughtful  friendship.  I enjoyed 
knowing  each  of  them  and  spending 
the  most  valuable  years  of  my  life 
with  them.  I later  attended  some 
other  institutions  in  the  U.S.A.,  but 
they  are  not  in  any  sense  compara- 
ble," says  Fusako  Takemasa 
Ishibashi. 


Since  1972,  "Sako,"  as  she  was 
called  at  Pine  Manor,  has  communi- 
cated her  enthusiasm  for  the  College 
to  prospective  students  in  Japan  as 
the  College's  Alumnae  Admissions 
Representative  in  that  country.  Al- 
though her  full-time  job  and  family 
responsibilities  keep  her  extremely 
busy,  Sako  makes  the  time  (fre- 
quently over  lunch  hours)  to  inter- 
view Pine  Manor  applicants  from 
Japan. 


For  ten  years  Sako  has  worked  for 
the  Office  of  Cultural  Exchange  in  the 
U.S.  Embassy  in  Tokyo.  Her  title  is 
Senior  Japanese  Advisor,  and  her  re- 
sponsibilities include  arranging  per- 
sonal, cultural,  and  educational  ex- 
changes between  the  U.S.  and  Japan. 
In  the  realm  of  personal  exchanges, 
Sako  gives  support  to  Japanese  lead- 
ers by  setting  up  appointments  for 
them  in  the  U.S.  and  assisting  with 
travel  arrangements.  She  oversees 
educational  exchanges  between  the 
two  countries,  as  well,  but  she  is 
primarily  involved  in  organizing  cul- 
tural exchanges. 

This  activity  involves  bringing 
American  performing  artists,  musi- 
cians, dance  groups,  and  exhibitions 
to  Japan.  Sako  recently  brought  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  the  Bos- 
ton Symphony  to  Japan,  and  an  ex- 
hibit from  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  is  planned  for  the  near  future. 

Sako  is  an  unusual  Japanese 
woman,  for  in  addition  to  maintain- 
ing a highly  responsible  job  she  is 
raising  two  little  boys:  Mitsuharu, 
five  years  old,  and  Masaharu,  three 
years  old.  She  finds  her  two  roles 
quite  demanding  at  times  and  is 
thankful  for  the  assistance  given  her 
by  her  supportive  husband,  Koji. 

"It  is  still  not  common  for  women  to 
work  after  having  children  in  Japan," 
says  Sako.

Patricia  ¥uchs-Wenzlau , '68 

For  the  better  part  of  the  last  ten 
years,  Patricia  Fuchs-Wenzlau,  '68, 
has  been  living  in  Switzerland.  Al- 
though not  Swiss  by  birth,  Patricia 
has  made  Geneva  her  home,  having 
moved  there  in  1971  with  her  late 
husband  Roland  Fuchs,  a Swiss  re- 
search physicist. 

"Wonderful"  is  the  word  Patricia 
uses  to  describe  her  job  as  Assistant 
Vice  President  of  the  Banque  de  Paris 
et  des  Pays-Bas  in  Geneva,  where  she 
specializes  in  corporate  finance 
within  the  Investment  Banking  Divi- 
sion. Her  9 to  10  hour  a day  job  there 
involves  work  in  three  areas:  mergers 
and  acquisitions  for  corporate  clients; 
capital  market  activities  which  bring 
foreign  borrowers  to  the  Swiss  capital 
market;  and  direct  investment  of  the 
bank's  own  money  for  its  own  ac- 
count. 

The  bank  recently  elected  her  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  a holding  com- 
pany, Knoedler-Modarco,  Inc.,  that 
owns  the  Knoedler  Gallery  and  the 
Hammer  Gallery  in  New  York  City. 

In  her  capacity  as  a member  of  the 
board,  Patricia  travels  to  New  York 
four  times  a year  for  meetings.  The  art 
courses  she  took  at  Pine  Manor  are 
helpful  to  her  in  her  position,  she 
says,  although  her  activities  on  the 
board  center  on  business  and 
strategies  for  the  company.  Patricia 
holds  an  M.B.  A.  from  Simmons 
College. 


With  her  frequent  travels  to  New 
York,  she  has  the  opportunity  to  see 
her  mother,  who  maintains  an  apart- 
ment there.

Thailand 


Patara  Raiva  Sila-On,  '61 

Eight  years  ago,  Patara  Raiva 
Sila-On  opened  her  first  business,  a 
small  ice  cream  shop  in  Bangkok, 
Thailand. 

Today,  she  is  general  manager  of 
S & P Restaurants,  a chain  which 
includes  two  restaurants  in  Bangkok 
and  a third  in  the  seaside  town  of 
Sriracha. 

One  of  the  Bangkok  restaurants 
opened  just  last  May  and  already  it  is 
very  busy,  says  Patara  of  the  estab- 
lishment which  seats  100  people.  It 
and  the  other  location  in  Bangkok 
serve  fast  food  dishes,  baked  goods, 
and  ice  cream.  The  S & P Restaurant 
which  seats  150  in  Sriracha  (about  100 
kilometers  from  Bangkok)  specializes 
in  seafood. 

When  asked  how  she  got  started  in 
the  restaurant  business,  Patara  Sila- 
On  responded,  "I  just  like  to  eat!" 
But,  she  confesses,  "It's  quite  hard 
work  running  a good  restaurant." 


Patara's  is  a family  business  run  by 
the  women  in  the  family.  Two 
sisters-in-law  and  one  of  Patara 
Sila-On's  sisters  participate.  "The 
teamwork  is  great,"  she  says.  One  of 
her  sisters  is  comptroller;  another 
supervises  the  bakeries;  and  the  third 
runs  a dressmaking  boutique  which 
forms  another  branch  of  the  business. 

Patara  administers  the  S & P Res- 
taurants largely  from  her  home, 
where  the  youngest  of  her  three  sons, 
Pomvit,  9,  is  still  living  with  her  and 
her  husband,  Amaret.  The  two  older 
boys,  Vitoon,  13,  and  Kamtom,  11, 
are  in  boarding  school  in  England. 
Her  husband  is  Vice  President  of 
Marketing  for  the  Siam  Cement 
Company  and  is  also  one  of  the  gov- 
ernors of  the  American  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  Thailand,  the  first  Thai 
to  be  elected  to  the  board. 

Patara  Sila-On  attributes  some  of 
her  success  to  her  education  overseas 
which  helped  her  "grow",  she  says, 
in  many  ways.  After  Pine  Manor, 
Patara  took  a B.S.  degree  from  Boston 
University. 

"1  have  often  thought  and  talked 
about  Pine  Manor,  the  prestige  and 
proper  care  given  to  the  students.  I 
am  most  fortunate,"  she  says,  "to 
have  graduated  from  such  a respecta- 
ble institute  of  learning." 
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A "Living  National  Treasure"

Existing  side  by  side  with  Japan's 
numerous  high  technology  industries 
are  people  who  dedicate  their  lives  to 
preserving  the  ancient  arts  of  Japan. 
These  people  are  designated  by  the 
Japanese  government  as  "Living  Na- 
tional Treasures."  These  Treasures, 
seventy  in  all  of  Japan,  are  people 
who  are  "Holders  of  Important  Intan- 
gible Cultural  Properties." 

The  American  Institute  of  Textile 
Arts  at  Pine  Manor  College  was  fortu- 
nate to  have  Mrs.  Setsu  Maeda,  a 
Living  National  Treasure,  as  its  very 
special  guest  at  the  fourth  annual  Na- 
tional Textile  Arts  Assembly  held  in 
June. 

Mrs.  Maeda  was  officially  desig- 
nated as  a Living  National  Treasure  in 
1965.  Since  that  time  she  has  traveled 
throughout  Europe  and  Asia  to  share 
her  special  craft.  Her  trip  to  Pine 
Manor  was  her  first  to  the  United 
States. 

Mrs.  Maeda's  expertise  is  in  Kogin 
embroidery,  the  only  form  of  peasant 
embroidery  in  Japan.  Communicat- 
ing through  an  interpreter,  Mrs. 
Maeda  explained  that  the  art  of  Kogin 
embroidery  developed  almost  250 
years  ago  in  the  northern  part  of  Ja- 
pan, known  at  that  time  as  Tsugaru. 
(The  area  is  known  today  as  the 
Aomori  Prefecture.)  Due  to  class  sep- 
aration, farmers  were  allowed  to  wear 
only  dark  blue  kimonos.  To  decorate 
the  plain  kimonos,  white  embroid- 
ery, called  Kogin,  was  developed. 

The  embroidery  was  traditionally 
done  during  the  long  winter  months, 
providing  a diversion  during  that 
season,  and  the  kimonos  were  worn 
for  special  festivals  in  the  spring.  It 
was  also  customary  for  a bride-to-be 


to  do  embroidery  for  her  future  hus- 
band. Today  Kogin  embroidery  is  be- 
coming very  popular  and  is  found  on 
clothing  as  well  as  placemats,  hand- 
bags, belts,  and  accessories. 

Three  different  kinds  of  traditional 
Kogin  embroidery  were  developed. 
Mishima  was  developed  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  region  and  is  charac- 
terized by  three  broad  horizontal 
stripes  on  the  back  of  the  kimono. 
Nishi  embroidery  was  popular  in  the 
western  part  of  the  region,  andhigashi 
in  the  eastern  area.  Because  of  the 
regional  variations  in  the  embroid- 
ery, it  was  easy  to  determine  where 
people  lived. 

During  the  National  Assembly, 
Mrs.  Maeda  exhibited  ten  ancient 
samples  of  Kogin  embroidery,  and 
many  pieces  that  she  has  completed. 
She  also  led  workshops  and  gave  a 
demonstration  of  Kogin  embroidery. 

During  the  more  than  two  centuries 
when  the  shoguns  were  in  power  in 
Japan  (1639-1868),  the  country  was 
closed  to  the  outside  world  and  en- 
joyed many  years  of  growth  and 
peace.  The  arts  flourished  during 
those  years,  and  the  arts  from  that 
period  are  the  ones  the  Living  Na- 
tional Treasures  are  charged  with  pro- 
tecting. As  recipients  of  government 
stipends,  they  must  publicly  exhibit 
their  work  and  teach  their  artistry  to 
apprentices,  thus  ensuring  that  Ja- 
pan's ancient  artistries  will  never  die. 
The  Living  National  Treasure  system 
has  been  in  existence  since  the  1950's. 

Mrs.  Maeda  fulfills  her  mission  of 
preserving  the  centuries-old  art  of 
Kogin  embroidery  by  teaching  adults 
at  a Japanese  culture  center  and  a local 
college  and  instructing  children  in 
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Mrs.  Setsu  Maeda  (right)  at  Pine  Manor's  National  Textile  Arts  Assembly 


their  schools.  She  also  gives  private 
lessons  and  travels  extensively  to 
share  the  art  form  with  people  from 
other  cultures. 

All  of  the  crafts  and  arts  performed 
by  the  Living  National  Treasures  are 
specialities  and  are  very  rare.  Many 
are  unique  to  Japanese  culture.  One 
man  still  forges  swords  fit  for  a 


samurai  warrior;  another  makes  huge 
temple  bells  which  create  beautiful 
sounds  likened  to  the  voice  of 
Buddha;  a musician  keeps  alive  the 
music  of  the  koto,  a harp-like  instru- 
ment with  thirteen  strings  stretched 
over  an  oblong  box;  and  a ceramic 
artist  perpetuates  a lost  art. 


In  Japan,  these  Holders  of  Impor- 
tant Intangible  Cultural  Properties 
are  revered  by  everyone.  They  are 
addressed  as  sensei  — teacher,  and  all 
have  attained  Japan's  highest  award 
in  the  arts.

Conversations  with  international  students  on  campus 


In  the  spring  I spoke  with  six  of 
Pine  Manor's  139  international  stu- 
dents about  their  experiences  at  the 
College.  As  I questioned  them  I tried 
to  determine  what  it's  like  to  be  an 
international  student  on  campus. 
What  kind  of  intercultural  sharing 
exists  here?  What  is  the  relationship 
between  international  students  and 
members  of  the  faculty  and  staff?  Do 
our  international  women  find  life  in 
the  United  States  radically  different 
from  life  at  home? 

Six  very  different  personalities 
emerged  from  the  conversations  re- 
ported below.  A.F.R. 

How  did  you  hear  of  Pine  Manor 
College? 

Gilda  Rosenberg,  Cali,  Colombia 

Most  international  students  hear  of 
Pine  Manor  College  from  friends, 
alumnae  admissions  representatives 
in  the  students'  native  countries,  or 
traveling  recruiters  from  Pine  Man- 
or's own  admissions  office. 

Gilda  Rosenberg,  '84,  of  Cali,  Col- 
ombia, learned  of  the  College  through 
another  source:  her  mother,  Mery 
Perczek  Rosenberg,  a Pine  Manor 
alumna  from  the  class  of  1962.  It  was 
Mrs.  Rosenberg  who  encouraged 
Gilda  to  attend  Pine  Manor. 

"She  loved  it,"  said  Gilda.  "She 
especially  liked  the  small  college  ar- 
rangement, and  she  liked  being  in 
touch  with  the  teachers." 


Gilda,  the  first  "second  genera- 
tion" student  at  Pine  Manor  from 
Latin  America,  is  unusual  for  some 
other  reasons,  as  well.  At  the  age  of  13 
she  came  to  the  United  States  to  study 
at  Lawrence  Academy  in  Groton, 
Massachusetts.  She  completed  high 
school  there  in  two  years,  skipping 
ninth  and  twelfth  grades  to  enter  Pine 
Manor  at  age  16. 

Gilda  is  bilingual,  speaking  perfect 
Spanish  and  English.  Her  father,  an 
American  originally  from  New  York, 
is  the  owner  of  a large  machinery 
company  named  Fablamp  which  is 
based  in  Colombia.

At  Pine  Manor,  Gilda  said,  her 
strongest  subjects  are  Business  and 
Economics,  and  she  plans  on  being  a 
Business  major.  She  would  like  to 
work  for  her  father,  either  in  Colom- 
bia or  in  one  of  his  branches  in  the 
U.S.  or  Europe. 

Professional  tennis  is  also  a tempt- 
ing option  for  Gilda.  She  loves  sports: 
"You  name  it,  I play  it,"  she  said.  Her 
athletic  abilities  were  demonstrated 
in  basketball  and  tennis  at  Pine 
Manor  her  freshman  year. 


With  her  perfect  English  and  the 
influence  of  an  American  father, 

Gilda  could  be  mistaken  for  an  Amer- 
ican student.  However,  she  is  sen- 
sitive to  the  differences  between 
international  students  and  American 
students.  "There's  such  a contrast  in 
values,"  she  said.  "If  you  take  an 
American  girl  and  a Colombian  girl, 
they've  been  brought  up  in  totally 
different  environments." 

What  is  it  like  to  be  an  international 
student  at  Pine  Manor? 

Rusette  Arends,  Netherlands  Antilles 

"I  wouldn't  have  traded  the  two 
years  I've  been  at  Pine  Manor  for 
anything,"  said  Rusette  Arends,  A.  A. 
'81.  "It's  been  so  special,  because  here 
I am  a person  and  the  teachers  know 
me  ...  I can  talk  to  anybody  and  they 
listen." 

Rusette,  whose  home  is  in  Aruba, 
concentrated  in  biology  for  her  A.  A. 
This  fall  she  will  be  at  Wheaton  Col- 
lege where  she  plans  to  continue  her 
study  of  biology.  Physical  therapy 
and  pediatric  medicine  are  two  career 
alternatives  she  is  seriously  con- 
sidering. 

Rusette  is  very  glad  that  as  a 
freshman  she  came  to  Pine  Manor. 
Among  other  reasons,  she  mentioned 
that  the  two  years  at  the  College  close 
to  Boston  had  given  her  the  opportu- 
nity to  get  to  know  the  city  well. 
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In  conversation  it  became  clear  that 
Rusette  felt  the  people  at  Pine  Manor 
are  really  concerned  about  “taking 
care"  of  their  international  students. 

“I  really  feel  this,"  she  said,  “be- 
cause they  spend  the  time;  they  have 
a special  international  house;  they 
have  an  international  counselor.  They 
show  you  that  they  know  you're  spe- 
cial people  and  that  you  need  special 
attention." 

What  kind  of  intercultural 
communication  exists  on  Pine 
Manor's  campus? 

Husnia  Yusuf,  Harar,  Ethiopia 

Husnia  Yusuf,  B.  A.  '81,  has  en- 
joyed the  internationalism  of  Pine 
Manor,  which  she  likens  to  the 
“United  Nations." 

Husnia  has  been  an  active  member 
of  Pine  Manor's  International  Club 
and  Ujima,  an  organization  of  Third 
World  students  from  South  America, 
Asia,  and  Africa.  Often  in  Ujima,  said 
Husnia,  the  discussions  focus  on  the 
status  of  women  in  these  areas.  Such 
exchanges  lead  to  greater  understand- 
ing among  international  students  of 
the  role  of  women  in  different 
cultures. 

In  1975  when  Husnia  graduated 
from  her  high  school  in  Harar, 
Ethiopia,  the  war  in  that  country 
made  it  impossible  for  her  to  go  to 
college  there.  So  she  came  to  Boston 
where  she  had  some  family  — a 
cousin  who  is  a professor  at  Boston 
University.

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During  her  first  year  in  Boston,  she 
studied  at  Roxbury  Community  Col- 
lege. That  year  she  learned  of  Pine 
Manor  through  Naima  Hasci,  '76,  a 
Somalian  student  studying  at  the 
College. 

"Before  I came  to  Pine  Manor  1 
applied  to  many  schools,  but  from 
among  them  I chose  Pine  Manor,"  she 
said.  "1  chose  Pine  Manor  because  it's 
a small  school  with  small  classes  and 
therefore  I could  get  more  attention 
since  English  is  my  second  language 

It 

Husnia  mentioned  that  her  English 
was  not  "that  good"  when  she  came 
to  the  U.S.,  but  by  taking  composi- 
tion and  writing  courses  while  she 
was  in  Roxbury  Community  College 
she  could  bypass  ESL  when  she  ar- 
rived at  Pine  Manor.  "By  the  time  I 
finished  one  year  (at  Roxbury)  I was 
ready  to  write  and  to  understand  En- 
glish." 

Husnia,  who  majored  in  Business 
Management  at  Pine  Manor,  plans  to 
do  graduate  work  in  Business  with  a 
specialty  in  Accounting. 

Husnia  also  indicated  that  she  was 
pleased  that  some  American  students 
at  Pine  Manor  express  an  interest  in 
the  countries  represented  by  the  Col- 
lege's international  student  body. 

"Some  of  them  are  very  curious  to 
know  about  other  countries,  other 
cultures,"  said  Husnia.  "They  ask 
questions.  They  want  to  get  answers. 
And  that's  nice." 


Sachiko  Kobayashi,  B.A.  '83 

How  does  the  U.S.  seem  to  differ  the 
most  from  your  home  country? 

Sachiko  Kobayashi,  Tokyo,  Japan 

Sachiko  Kobayashi,  class  of  1983, 
believes  that  the  lives  of  women  in 
Japan  and  the  United  States  are  sig- 
nificantly different  from  each  other. 

"American  women,"  she  said, 
"have  much  more  freedom  in  their 
lives.  American  women  are  always 
thinking  about  their  own  lives,  their 
own  work,  their  own  business  . . . . 1 
think  most  Japanese  young  ladies 
dream  about  getting  married  and 
then  having  children  and  taking  care 
of  their  children  ....  I think  it  is 
changing,  but  it  is  still  conservative 
there." 


Sachiko's  own  mother  works,  how- 
ever, and  has  perhaps  served  as  a role 
model  for  her  daughter.  Her  mother, 
who  was  previously  a teacher  of  En- 
glish in  Japan,  now  operates  her  own 
school  to  help  prepare  Japanese  stu- 
dents for  university  entrance  exami- 
nations. 

Sachiko,  who  is  working  toward  a 
B.A.  in  Business  Management,  is  also 
considering  a career  in  an  educational 
setting,  one  which  would  further  ex- 
changes between  the  United  States 
and  Japan. 

According  to  Sachiko,  who 
graduated  from  a junior  college  in 
Japan  before  coming  to  Pine  Manor, 
"At  the  junior  college  from  which  I 
graduated,  many  students  want  to  go 
to  universities  and  colleges  in 
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America.  If  eventually  I could  get  a 
position  in  my  college  and  also  have 
some  connection  to  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege, I'd  like  to  have  the  students 
involved  in  an  exchange." 

Have  you  found  the  faculty  to  be 
supportive? 

Maryam  Elahi,  Tehran,  Iran 

"What's  so  special  about  Pine 
Manor,"  said  Maryam  Elahi,  A.  A. 

'81,  is  that  "it  brings  out  your  own 
potential." 

She  has  been  particularly  pleased 
with  the  members  of  Pine  Manor's 
faculty. 

"When  you  see  they  care  so  much, 
the  teachers  are  no  longer  just 
teachers,  they're  your  friends.  You 
feel  like  you're  letting  them  down  if 
you  don't  give  them  all  you've  got.  So 
you  try  harder. 

"When  they  write  'excellent'  or 
'good  job'  on  a paper  you've  written  it 
means  more  than  the  grade,  because 
you  know  they  care  for  you  as  a 
person." 

Maryam  has  excelled  in  academics 
at  Pine  Manor.  A High  Honors  stu- 
dent who  graduated  in  May  with  an 
A.  A.  in  Biology,  Maryam  will  be  at- 
tending Williams  College  in  the  fall. 
There  she  plans  to  major  in  Biology  in 
preparation  for  medical  school.  Her 
ambition  is  to  become  a neuro- 
surgeon. 

Outside  the  classroom,  Maryam 
played  varsity  basketball  and  was  ac- 
tively involved  in  a number  of  major 
campus  organizations,  clubs  and

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committees,  including  the  French 
Club,  the  Academic  Ethics  Commit- 
tee, the  Student  Retention  Committee 
and  the  International  Club,  of  which 
she  was  president. 

If  Maryam  thanks  Pine  Manor  for 
helping  to  bring  out  her  “potential,” 
Pine  Manor  is  grateful  to  her  for  the 
contributions  she  has  made  to  cam- 
pus life.  In  May  at  Commencement, 
the  College  expressed  its  gratitude  to 
Maryam  by  presenting  her  with  the 
President's  Cup,  an  award  reserved 
for  an  exceptional  sophomore. 

“As  she  leaves  Pine  Manor  to  con- 
tinue her  education  in  the  sciences," 
said  President  Ashby  of  Maryam 
Elahi,  “the  world  is  truly  her  oyster." 


How  is  Pine  Manor  preparing  you  for 
a career? 

Daranee  Panyarachun,  Bangkok, 
Thailand 

Daranee  Panyarachun,  '83,  is  tak- 
ing a double  major  at  Pine  Manor  in 
Developmental  Psychology  and 
Business. 

This  course  of  study,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  possible  graduate  work  in 
Psychology,  should  prepare  Daranee 
for  a future  position  as  an  adminis- 
trator of  a facility  for  mental  patients, 
a career  she  is  intensely  interested  in 
pursuing. 

According  to  Daranee,  there  is  no 
place  for  mental  patients  in  Thailand 


other  than  in  regular  hospitals.  The 
hospitals  are  not  equipped,  she  said, 
to  handle  mental  patients.  Daranee  is 
interested  in  the  introduction  of  al- 
ternative facilities  which  would  be 
separate  from  the  hospital  environ- 
ment and  would  be  staffed  with  doc- 
tors and  nurses  specially  trained  to 
handle  mental  patients,  not  patients 
with  appendicitis,  she  said. 

Before  coming  to  Pine  Manor, 
Daranee  lived  in  Ottawa,  New  York, 
and  Washington  because  of  her 
father's  foreign  service  posts  in  those 
cities.  Her  father,  Anand  Panyara- 
chun, was  the  Thai  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  to  Canada,  and  to  West 
Germany  before  his  retirement  from 
the  government. 

Daranee,  however,  does  not  plan  to 
settle  in  this  hemisphere;  she  wants 
very  much  to  return  to  Thailand  to  try 
to  better  the  lives  of  the  mentally  ill  in 
her  country.  There  should  be  a place, 
she  said,  for  them  to  go  where  they 
can  be  well  taken  care  of.

International  Student  Advisor: 

Rita  Ranucci 

Last  year  Rita  Ranucci,  Pine  Man- 
or's International  Student  Advisor, 
arranged  a workshop  on  culture 
shock  for  the  College's  resident  ad- 
visors. 

A Japanese  student  started  the  ses- 
sion off  by  teaching  all  the  partici- 
pants the  names  of  the  months  in 
Japanese.  For  the  next  30  minutes  the 
resident  advisors  were  allowed  to 
"converse"  only  in  Japanese,  relying 
on  their  newly  learned  vocabulary  of 
only  12  words  and  the  language  of  the 
body  to  communicate.  The  exercise 
caused  the  R.A.'s  to  temporarily 
sense  the  frustration  experienced  on  a 
daily  basis  by  international  students 
who  come  to  Pine  Manor  with  little 
command  of  the  English  language. 

With  the  assistance  of  Rita  Ranucci 
and  other  support  staff.  Pine  Manor 
tries  to  ease  the  way  of  its  interna- 
tional women  into  the  College  com- 
munity and  their  new  country. 

Before  a student  arrives,  she  re- 
ceives help  in  obtaining  necessary 
visas  and  permits.  And,  once  on 
campus,  she  benefits  from  an  orienta- 
tion program  as  well  as  a counseling 
service  provided  by  Rita  Ranucci's 
office  throughout  the  academic  year. 


The  International  Qub 

The  International  Club  is  an  or- 
ganization that  welcomes  both  in- 
ternational and  American  stu- 
dents. Its  goal  is  to  unite  people 
with  different  cultural  back- 
grounds. 

In  1981,  under  the  leadership  of 
President  Maryam  Elahi  from  Iran, 
described  by  Rita  Ranucci  as  an  "idea 
factory,"  the  club  sponsored  many 
innovative  programs  and  events,  in- 
cluding a series  of  international  ban- 
quets. Most  notably,  last  year  the  club 
adopted  three  international  foster 
children:  an  eight-year-old  boy  from 
India,  a 10-year-old  girl  from  Thai- 
land, and  an  eight-year-old  girl  from 
Colombia. 

Babel 

Babel  is  the  name  of  the  interna- 
tional student  newspaper  at  Pine 
Manor.  In  1981-82  Daranee 
Panyarachun,  of  Thailand,  will 
serve  as  editor  of  the  paper  whose 
goal  is  to  "unite  all  international  stu- 
dents in  one  language  — English." 
The  paper  serves  as  a forum  for  inter- 
national students  who  wish  to  share 
information  about  their  countries, 
their  families,  and  traditions.  It  also 
allows  them  to  exchange  perspectives 
on  American  life  and  the  traumas  of 
homesickness  and  culture  shock. 
Babel  publicizes  events  with  an  inter- 
national focus  both  on  campus  and  in 
the  greater  Boston  area,  and  it  prints 
information  of  very  practical  value  on 
such  subjects  as  summer  work  and 
visas. 


The  International  House 

The  International  House  pro- 
vides a residential  setting  for  inter- 
cultural  communication  among 
members  of  Pine  Manor's  student 
body.  About  half  of  the  35  to  40 
students  are  American;  half  are 
from  other  countries.  Working 
with  Mary  Detweiler,  the  resident 
counselor,  the  students  organize 
in-house  and  all-campus  pro- 
grams, such  as  lectures  and  slide 
shows,  designed  to  increase  the 
College  community's  understand- 
ing of  political  and  cultural  events 
in  other  countries.  A Pine  Manor 
trustee,  Mr.  John  E.  Miller,  rec- 
ommended the  creation  of  the  In- 
ternational House  in  1979.  His  per- 
ceptive suggestion  has  fostered 
many  lasting  friendships  between 
American  and  international  stu- 
dents. 

Ujima 

Ujima,  which  means  "collective 
work  and  responsibility,"  is  the  so- 
cial and  cultural  organization  of  Third 
World  students  from  Latin  America, 
Asia,  and  Africa.  The  organization 
strives  to  create  a friendly  bond  be- 
tween its  members  and  other  stu- 
dents by  sponsoring  social,  cultural, 
and  educational  activities  and  pro- 
grams. One  of  the  goals  oiUjima  is  to 
sensitize  others  to  issues  affecting 
Third  World  communities. 
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For  the  Woman  Who  Wants  to  Study  English: 

The  International  Language  Institute 


In  June,  students  from  Japan,  Ven- 
ezuela, Spain,  and  Peru  began  arriv- 
ing on  campus  to  participate  in  a new 
program  of  intensive  English  lan- 
guage instruction  at  Pine  Manor:  the 
International  Language  Institute. 

The  creation  of  the  International 
Language  Institute  (ILI)  represents  an 
expansion  of  Pine  Manor's  existing 
program  in  English  as  a Second  Lan- 
guage (ESL).  That  program,  which 
has  been  in  place  since  1975,  has 
provided  credit  courses  in  English  to 
international  students  whose  English 
is  at  the  intermediate  or  advanced 
level. 

With  the  introduction  of  non-credit 
courses  at  elementary  and  lower  in- 
termediate levels  offered  through  the 
ILI,  Pine  Manor  now  has  a full-scale 
international  program  for  women, 
one  which  is  unique  in  the  New  En- 
gland area. 

"Pine  Manor  College  has  a great 
deal  to  offer  international  women," 
says  President  Rosemary  Ashby. 
"First,  it  has  an  established  interna- 
tional program  with  an  appropriate 
curriculum  and  special  services.  Sec- 
ond, it  has  an  English  as  a Second 
Language  program  which  is  both  res- 
idential and  exclusively  for  women. 
Third,  it  can  now  address  the  needs  of 
all  language  students,  regardless  of 
level,  through  the  International  Lan- 
guage Institute.  Our  location,  cam- 
pus, academic  programs,  and  single- 
sex status  are  all  appealing  to  interna- 
tional students." 

In  January  and  February,  President 
Ashby  made  a trip  to  Southeast  Asia, 
visiting  Tokyo,  Singapore,  Kuala 
Lumpur,  Bangkok,  and  Hong  Kong. 

"There  is  enormous  interest  in  U.S. 
education  throughout  this  area,"  she 
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Rita  Ranucci,  International  Student  Advisor  ( center) , and  Sally  Pym,  Director  of  the  ILI(right), 
welcoming  students  to  the  ILL 


says.  "Looking  ahead,  countries  like 
Singapore,  Malaysia,  and  Hong 
Kong,  once  bastions  of  English,  ex- 
pect a decline  in  English  language 
skills  as  more  local  schools  use  lan- 
guages other  than  English  to  teach 
most  of  their  courses.  The  internal 
changes  in  language  requirements  in 
these  countries  will  increase  the  need 
for  programs  such  as  those  offered  by 
the  International  Language  Insti- 
tute." 

Another  trip  to  publicize  the  ILI 
was  made  to  nine  cities  in  Latin 
America  during  the  spring.  In  1981- 
82,  trips  are  planned  to  Europe,  the 
Far  East,  and  Latin  America. 

President  Ashby's  trip  to  the  Far 
East  was  sponsored  by  the  First  Gulf 
Bank  and  Trust  (W.I.)  Limited,  of 
which  Dr.  Cyrus  Hashemi  is  Presi- 
dent and  Chief  Executive  Officer.  Dr. 
Hashemi,  originally  of  Iran,  is  the 


father  of  Mercedeh,  class  of  1984,  and 
a member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of 
the  ILI,  a committee  which  utilizes 
the  expertise,  contacts,  and  financial 
backing  of  friends  of  the  College. 

Other  members  of  the  Board  in- 
clude Jeno  Paulucci,  Mary  Foo  Lee, 
and  Lucio  Michaelis.  Mrs.  Lee,  a 
former  teacher  now  living  in  Welles- 
ley, Massachusetts,  served  from  1968 
to  1973  as  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  School  Committee  for  the  Insti- 
tute of  International  Education  in 
Hong  Kong.  Mr.  Paulucci  and  Mr. 
Michaelis  both  have  daughters  at 
Pine  Manor:  Gina  Paulucci  and 
Alexandra  Michaelis,  in  the  class  of 
1984.  Mr.  Paulucci,  of  Minnesota,  is 
the  founder  of  Jeno's  Inc.  and  Chun 
King;  Mr.  Michaelis  is  General  Man- 
ager of  Elusan  LTDA  in  Colombia. 

The  ILI  program  is  conducted  on  a 
continuing  basis,  with  openings  at 


the  beginning  of  each  month  during 
the  summer,  and  in  September, 
January,  and  April  during  the 
academic  year.  Classes  are  held  five 
days  a week,  facilitating  rapid  prog- 
ress in  English.  "Two  weeks  of  such 
study  in  the  United  States  is  equal  to 
one  year  of  English  language  instruc- 
tion in  foreign  countries,"  says  Sally 
Pym,  the  Director  of  the  Institute. 

The  presence  of  international  stu- 
dents on  campus,  says  President 
Ashby,  benefits  the  College's  Ameri- 
can student  body  in  many  ways. 

"In  our  world  today,  an  interna- 
tional perspective  will  soon  be  as  im- 
portant as  computer  literacy  and  writ- 
ing skills,"  says  Mrs.  Ashby.  The 
global  understanding  which  grows 
from  exposure  to  other  cultures,  she 
says,  is  particularly  needed  now  in 
the  United  States. 

"The  ILI  also  gives  Pine  Manor  a 
forum,"  says  the  President,  "for  the 
views,  skills,  and  support  of  many  of 
our  international  parents  and  alum- 
nae, and  a way  of  calling  upon  them 
for  involvement  in  a new  sphere  of 
activity  for  the  College." 

A.F.R. 
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Commencement:  The  Seventieth  Year

You  have  worked  hard  to  get  where  you 
are  today.  At  the  same  time  the  status 
you  will  assume  now  as  part  of  the 
reward  for  your  work  carries  with  it  a 
moral  responsibility  — that  is  the  re- 
sponsibility to  use  that  status  as  an 
instrument  to  open  doors  for  others  — 
doors  of  opportunity  as  well  as  of  under- 
standing. It  is  my  hope  that  in  this  next 
phase  of  the  American  revolution,  you 
will  summon  the  conviction,  the  com- 
mitment, and  the  courage  to  assume  that 
responsibility  no  matter  where  the  pur- 
suits of  your  own  personal  dreams  may 
take  you.  Color  that  emotion  Evergreen! 

These  words,  concluding  Char- 
layne Hunter-Gault's  Commence- 
ment address,  rang  out  over  the  lawn 
in  front  of  Ellsworth  Hall  on  the  cool, 
bright  day  of  May  18.  It  was  a speech 
intended  to  inspire  the  210  graduates 
gathered  to  receive  their  degrees,  to 
inspire  them  to  respond  to  problems 
arising  out  of  human  need. 

Ms.  Hunter-Gault,  correspondent 
for  "The  MacNeil-Lehrer  Report," 
public  television's  nightly  news  and 
analysis  program,  described  the  real- 
ity confronting  Pine  Manor's 
graduates:  a world  which  includes 
the  "swirling  movement  of  refugees 
in  places  like  Cambodia,  Cuba,  and 
Somalia";  "controversies  over 
dwindling  petroleum  resources";  and 
questions  like  "Is  there  going  to  be 
enough  food?"  "Enough  housing?" 
"The  problems  that  emerge  out  of 
those  kinds  of  tensions,"  she  said, 
"will  ultimately  touch  us  all  one  way 
or  another." 

Ms.  Hunter-Gault  was  personally 
affected  by  the  tensions  of  another 
era.  Nearly  twenty  years  ago  she  re- 
ceived national  visibility  when  she 
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B.A.  graduates,  Cynthia  Taft,  Carole  Pelletier,  and  Sheryl  Spiotta 


entered  the  University  of  Georgia 
under  court  order.  For  its  175-year 
history,  the  University  had  refused  to 
admit  blacks.  When  she  was  finally 
ordered  in  by  a federal  judge,  said 
Ms.  Hunter-Gault,  she  was  the  first 
and  only  black  woman  in  a school  of 
20,000  students. 

Her  first  night  at  the  University, 
said  Ms.  Hunter-Gault,  a mob  of 
hundreds  of  students  "attacked  the 
dormitory  in  which  1 was  living,  hurl- 
ing bricks  and  bottles  through  my 
window  and  threatening  to  kill  me  if  I 
showed  my  face.  A night  to  re- 
member. A night  one  wished  to  be 
able  to  forget." 

After  she  graduated  in  1963  with  a 
degree  in  journalism,  Charlayne 
Hunter-Gault  worked  as  a reporter  for 
the  New  Yorker  magazine,  then  won  a 
Russell  Sage  Fellowship  at 
Washington  University.  In  1967  she 
was  co-anchor  of  the  evening  news  on 
WRC-TV,  NBC's  affiliate  in 
Washington,  D.C.  She  joined  the  staff 
of  the  New  York  Times  in  1968,  where 
she  specialized  in  coverage  of  the 
urban  black  community.  She  was 
there  until  1976,  except  for  15  months 
when,  on  leave  of  absence,  she  served 
as  co-director  of  the  Michele  Clark 
Fellowship  program  for  minority 
journalists  at  Columbia  University. 

While  the  circumstances  that 
fashioned  her  "commitment  to 
equity,  justice  and  human  compas- 
sion" might  differ  from  those  that 
affect  young  women  today,  said  Ms. 
Hunter-Gault,  "the  need  for  a con- 
tinuing commitment  stiU  exists  ...  it 
is  a commitment  that  must  transcend 
the  trends  and  fashions  and  politics 
that  distract  us  everyday." 


Honorary  Degrees 

College  history  was  made  on  May 
18, 1981  when  Pine  Manor  presented 
its  first  honorary  degrees : A Doctor  of 
Arts  to  actress  Dorothy  McGuire, 
class  of  1930,  and  a Doctor  of  Letters  to 
Frederick  Carlos  Ferry,  Jr.,  former 
President  of  Pine  Manor  College. 

Ms.  McGuire  (Mrs.  John  Swope)  is 
perhaps  best  known  for  her  role  in  the 
1943  David  O.  Selznick  production  of 
"Claudia."  Other  films  in  which  she 
appeared  include:  "A  Tree  Grows  in 
Brooklyn"  (1944);  "The  Enchanted 
Cottage"  (also  1944);  "The  Spiral 
Staircase"  (1945);  "Claudia  and 
David"  (1946);  "Gentleman's  Agree- 
ment" (1947),  which  won  her  an 
Oscar  nomination;  and  "Friendly 
Persuasion"  with  Gary  Cooper  (1955) 
for  which  she  was  voted  best  actress 


by  the  National  Board  of  Review.  In 
recent  years,  she  has  appeared  in  sev- 
eral television  roles,  including  the 
ABC  serialization  of  Irwin  Shaw's 
"Rich  Man,  Poor  Man,"  and  a theatre 
production  of  Tennessee  Williams' 
"Night  of  the  Iguana." 

Frederick  Carlos  Ferry,  Jr.,  served 
as  the  fourth  president  of  Pine  Manor 
College  from  1956  to  1974.  It  was  he 
who  engineered  the  College's  historic 
move  from  Wellesley  to  Chestnut  Hill 
in  1965.  His  citation  at  Commence- 
ment read  in  part:  "Of  you  we  can 
say,  as  his  son  said  of  Christopher 
Wren,  builder  of  St.  Paul's  Church  in 
London:  'Si  monumentum  requiris, 
circumspice.'  ('If  you  require  a 
monument,  look  around.')" 
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Frederick  Carlos  Ferry,  Jr.,  former  Pine  Manor  President  and  William  Paul  Person,  retiring  Vice 
President  for  Operations 


Distinguished  Service  Awards 

Three  special  awards  for  distin- 
guished service  to  Pine  Manor  were 
also  presented  at  Commencement. 
Honored  were  Margaret  Hobbs 
Traylor,  Thomas  Benton  Pegg,  and 
William  Paul  Person. 

“When  President  Ferry  decided  to 
separate  this  college  from  Dana  Hall 
Schools,  Inc."  said  President  Ashby, 
who  presented  the  award  to  Margaret 
Traylor,  “he  needed  a sounding 


board,  a staunch  cohort,  a fellow  be- 
liever in  his  dream  of  independence 
for  our  college.  This  he  found  in  Peg, 
then  a Trustee  of  Dana  Hall,  the 
mother  of  six  children,  but  no  family 
ties  with  Pine  Manor  other  than  her 
willingness  to  join  the  great  enter- 
prise of  the  move  to  Chestnut  Hill." 

Thomas  Benton  Pegg,  instructor  of 
theatre  arts  and  speech  retired  in  May 
after  twenty  years  of  service  to  Pine 
Manor. 


His  citation  read,  in  part:  “A 
teacher  can  only  hope  that  he  has 
taught  the  joy  of  learning,  the  satis- 
faction of  hard  work,  the  pleasure  of 
success  however  large  or  small.  . . . 
Especially  indebted  to  you  are  the 
scores  of  successful  students  who 
have  gone  on  to  . . . lives  in  the  theatre 
at  every  level  and  who  thank  you  from 
the  bottom  of  their  hearts  every  work- 
ing day.  . . . You  will  carry  with  you 
our  warmest  thanks,  our  respect  and 
our  love." 

The  third  distinguished  service 
award  went  to  William  Paul  Person, 
the  retiring  Vice  President  of  the  Col- 
lege. For  twenty-two  years,  said  the 
President,  "He  has  tirelessly  and  bril- 
liantly overseen  the  operations  of 
Pine  Manor  College." 

"The  miracle  of  Pine  Manor,"  she 
continued,  "is  that  we  have  survived 
the  seventies  and  stand  poised  on  the 
threshold  of  a new  era,  with  not  just  a 
new  degree  capacity  but  a first-rate 
physical  plant  that  is  still  growing, 
and  a campus  as  handsome  as  any  in 
the  land.  Much  of  this  is  the  result  of 
the  quiet,  persistent  work  of  our  Vice 
President  for  Operations." 

Student  Awards 

The  College  presented  a number  of 
awards  to  students  on  May  18.  Of 
those,  special  mention  should  be 
made  of  four. 

The  Endowed  Marie  Warren  Potter 
Award  bears  the  name  of  a distin- 
guished President  who  led  the  Col- 
lege for  22  years.  It  recognizes  that 
member  of  the  class  graduating  with 
an  A.  A.  degree  who  has  achieved  the 
highest  academic  record  in  her  two 
years  at  Pine  Manor.  In  1981  the 
award  went  to  Marlene  Bryant.  Mar- 
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lene  will  be  attending  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  the  fall. 

The  Pine  Manor  College  Faculty 
Award  goes  to  theB.A.  graduate  with 
the  highest  academic  average  at  the 
time  of  graduation.  The  award  was 
presented  to  Bette  Ferris. 

The  President's  Cup  is  awarded 
only  in  years  when,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  President,  after  consultation  with 
officers  and  members  of  the  faculty 
and  staff,  a sophomore  has  demon- 
strated a truly  unusual  combination 
of  outstanding  citizenship,  academic 
achievement,  and  deep  concern  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  College 
throughout  her  two  years  at  Pine 
Manor.  The  award  was  presented  to 
Maryam  Elahi,  who  is  continuing  her 
education  in  Biology  at  Williams 
College. 

The  Pine  Manor  College  Award  is 
given  to  a senior  who  has,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  faculty  and  staff,  made 
a truly  outstanding  contribution  to 
the  College  and  to  her  peers  through- 
out her  four  years  at  the  school.  This 
year,  the  student  selected  was  Sarah 
Chase  Acer.  Sarah  has  been  accepted 
into  a graduate  program  in  French  at 
Middlebury  College.

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A Conversation  with  Dorothy  McGuire 


Allison  Reingold:  Ms.  McGuire,  I want 
to  tell  you  that  everyone  at  Pine 
Manor  is  very  excited  that  you  are 
here  to  receive  the  College's  first  Doc- 
tor of  Arts.  How  do  you  feel  coming 
back  to  Pine  Manor  College? 

Dorothy  McGuire:  I am  really  hon- 
ored. This  is  a thrill  for  me  for  many 
reasons.  1 hadn't  been  back,  and  of 
course,  there  is  a whole  new  college 
here  at  Chestnut  Hill  which  is  beauti- 
ful. And  it  was  moving  and  encourag- 
ing at  the  Convocation  today  to  see  all 
those  young  people,  and  that  marvel- 
ous burst  of  energy  that  you  see  in 
young  people,  and  to  realize  that 
they're  going  on  into  a new  age,  truly 
a new  age,  a new  period. 

Does  it  make  you  reflect  on  when  you 
were  a student  at  Pine  Manor? 

Yes,  it  was  a very  pleasant  experi- 
ence. Of  course,  I was  at  Pine  Manor 
when  it  was  at  Wellesley  and  it  was  a 
two-year  college,  and  now  you're  a 
four-year  college  and  doing  all  sorts  of 
wonderful  things.  I remember  it  with 
affection.  I liked  it  very  much,  in- 
deed, and  I had  good  teachers. 

Were  you  active  in  the  theatre  when 
you  were  at  Pine  Manor? 

Yes.  I was  in  Mimes  and  Masques, 
and  we  did  several  productions. 

Did  you  know  when  you  were  at  Pine 
Manor  that  you  would  be  an  actress? 

Yes,  but  it  was  before  that.  We  had  a 
very  energetic,  dynamic  theatre  in 
Omaha,  our  community  playhouse. 
But  even  before  that  when  I was  in 
grammar  school,  or  grade  school,  1 
was  always  making  up  plays,  and 
directing  and  acting  in  them.  It  was 


just  part  of  my  day,  you  know.  And 
fortunately,  and  I do  think  this  is  the 
point  of  the  story,  we  had  a principal 
who  recognized  that  I had  something 
and  sent  me  over  to  the  Omaha 
Playhouse.  And  that's  how  I began  — 
someone  cared  and  took  the  step  to 
give  a young  person  a start.

What  did  you  do  after  you  graduated 
from  Pine  Manor? 

Well,  actually.  I've  been  extremely 
fortunate  as  the  story  is  spun  out  — I 
really  had  no  problems  getting  a job 
in  New  York.  Immediately  after  I 
finished  here,  I went  to  New  York  and 
I was,  in  quotes,  "lucky."  People  al- 
ways say,  "Well  there  is  some  back- 
ground to  that,"  but  it  was  a com- 


pletely different  period  of  time.  Now 
when  young  people  are  in  the  theatre, 
I think,  it  is  much  more  difficult,  for 
many  reasons.  We're  in  a rough  eco- 
nomic period,  so  there  are  fewer 
chances.  The  plays  slim  down  a little 
— they  are  two-character  plays  in- 
stead of  the  large  plays  that  many  of 
us  knew  in  the  old  days.  The  competi- 
tion is  greater,  and  the  tickets  are  very 
expensive.  But  in  spite  of  all  that,  as  I 
recall,  during  periods  of  stress  or  dis- 
tress or  whenever  it's  rough  as  far  as 
money  is  concerned,  the  arts  can  al- 
ways survive.  Sometimes  it's  a high 
period  of  creativity,  because  you  just 
darn  well  get  on  with  the  story,  and 
then  you  are  really  put  to  creating. 
You  make  do  with  what  you  have. 

I remember  seeing  a brilliant  pre- 
sentation by  Balanchine  during  a 
period  not  unlike  this  when  money 
was  short  and  the  theatre,  I guess, 
had  run  out,  which  is  easy  to  do. 
There  was  no  set.  Now  it  would  not 
seem  so  uncommon,  but  in  those 
days  it  was  unique  — they  all  wore 
leotards  and  that's  all.  There  was  no 
elaborate  costuming  and  what  hap- 
pened was  that  your  focus  went  com- 
pletely on  to  the  dancing  and  the 
creativity  and  it  was  a wonderful, 
exhilarating  experience. 

So  this  period  is  a difficult  one  for 
the  arts,  particularly  since  funding  is 
being  cut,  but  I have  enough  confi- 
dence in  our  country  . . . that  we  will 
be  able  to  turn  it  around  and  make 
something  good  come  out  of  it. 
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New  B.A.  Programs: 
Biological 
Psychology  and 
Visual  Arts 

In  response  to  a predicted  57  per 
cent  increase  in  health  science  posi- 
tions during  the  next  decade  and  a 
stated  need  by  students  and  faculty 
for  a B.A.  program  with  substantial 
course  work  in  the  areas  of  biology 
and  psychology.  Pine  Manor  has  de- 
veloped a new  B.A.  degree  program 
in  Biological  Psychology.  This  new 
program  in  a relatively  new  field  will 
seek  to  explain  certain  aspects  of  be- 
havior which  can  be  studied  and  un- 
derstood from  a biological  perspec- 
tive. It  will  be  available  in  September 
of  1981  and  will  prepare  students  for 
most  programs  in  medicine,  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  and  other  related 
health  sciences  fields.  Also,  the  new 
B.A.  program  is  a perfect  complement 
to,  and  continuation  of,  the  A.S.  de- 
gree in  Health  Sciences. 

The  creation  of  a new  B.A.  degree 
program  in  the  Visual  Arts  confirms 
the  importance  the  Visual  Arts  have 
enjoyed  in  the  70-year  history  of  Pine 
Manor  College.  The  program  was  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  two  kinds 
of  students:  women  who  want  to  be- 
come practicing  artists  and  designers, 
and  others  who  do  not  plan  to  become 
artists,  but  who  wish  to  work  in  a 
field  such  as  publishing,  arts  man- 
agement, or  retailing,  where  knowl- 
edge of  the  visual  arts  is  important. 


The  Abercrombie  Fine  Arts  Wing 
houses  sculpture,  design,  drawing, 
painting,  and  printmaking  studios;  a 
photo  lab  with  three  individual  dark- 
rooms (including  one  for  color  work); 
and  a general  purpose  darkroom  with 
eight  enlargers. 

New  Appointments 

With  the  retirement  of  William  Per- 
son, Paul  T.  Kirk  has  assumed  the 
position  of  Vice  President  for  Opera- 
tions. Mr.  Kirk,  who  has  been  at  the 
College  since  1961  as  Comptroller, 
was  promoted  to  his  new  position  on 
July  1,  1981.  He  is  the  College's  Chief 
Business  Officer  and  oversees  its 
daily  operations.  A graduate  of 
Bentley  College,  he  is  a member  of  the 
Eastern  Association  of  College  and 
University  Business  Officers 
(EACUBO).

Allison  Eunk  Reingold  has  been 
appointed  Director  of  Publications 
and  Publicity.  A Phi  Beta  Kappa 
graduate  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity, she  received  her  Master  of  Fine 
Arts  degree  from  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. Previously,  she  taught  writing  at 
the  University  of  Delaware  and  at 
Goldey  Beacom  College,  also  in  Del- 
aware. Before  that  she  was  Public 
Relations  Director  for  the  Chesapeake 
Bay  Girl  Scout  Council  in  Wil- 
mington, Delaware,  and  was  a writer 
and  Account  Executive  with  Com- 
munications Consultants,  an  adver- 
tising agency  in  the  same  city.

Summer  Sessions 

“Summer  on  an  80- Acre  Campus  in 
Boston"  the  poster  said.  So  began  the 
campaign  to  inform  the  public  and 
Pine  Manor  College  students  that 
Pine  Manor  would,  for  the  first  time 
in  its  history,  offer  academic  courses 
for  full  credit  through  a summer  ses- 
sions program.  And  it  was  a tremen- 
dous success! 

The  idea  of  a summer  program 
originated  in  the  Academic  Dean's 
Office  in  November  of  1980.  By  the 
spring,  a newspaper  and  radio  adver- 
tising campaign  was  informing  the 
public  of  the  new  summer  program, 
and  a poster  and  a summer  catalog 
had  been  created."  Establishing  our 
Summer  Sessions  Program  put  us  in 
the  ranking  with  other  four-year  in- 
stitutions who  traditionally  have  a 
summer  school,"  said  Eva  Kampits, 
Academic  Dean. 

There  were  124  enrollments  for  the 
18  courses  offered  in  the  summer. 
Seventy-four  of  the  students  were 
full-time  Pine  Manor  students,  and 
Boston  University,  Babson,  Mount 
Ida,  Simmons,  and  Bentley  Colleges 
were  also  represented. 

"Some  of  our  summer  school  stu- 
dents were  members  of  the  1981-82 
Freshman  class,  so  it  was  an  exciting 
opportunity  for  them  to  be  on  campus 
before  they  began  the  regular 
academic  year,"  Dean  Kampits  said. 
"Along  with  the  traditional  students, 
several  Open  College  students,  an 
employee,  and  a trustee  also  took 


advantage  of  the  summer  courses, 
and  three  former  students  who  took 
courses  have  re-enrolled  in  the  Col- 
lege! Also,  qualified  high  school  stu- 
dents were  admitted  to  the  courses 
and  were  challenged  to  achieve 
academic  success  on  the  college 
level,"  the  Dean  reported. 

Following  the  success  of  this  first 
year,  next  summer's  sessions  will  be 
held  from  May  31  to  July  1,  and  July  5 
through  August  5. 

Dane  Science 
Lecture 

The  Dane  Science  Lecture,  pre- 
sented annually  to  commemorate  the 
dedication  in  1977  of  the  Ernest 
Blaney  Dane,  Jr.,  Microbiology  Labo- 
ratory at  Pine  Manor  College,  was 
held  on  March  thirty-first. 

The  distinguished  speaker  for  the 
lecture  was  Dr.  Patrick  H.  Winston,  a 
prominent  computer  scientist  in  the 
field  of  Artificial  Intelligence.  Dr. 
Winston  is  an  associate  professor  in 
the  Department  of  Electrical  En- 
gineering and  Computer  Sciences  at 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  He  is  also  Director  of  the 
Artificial  Intelligence  Laboratory  at 
MIT,  whose  purpose  is  to  make  com- 
puters more  useful  and  to  understand 
the  principles  which  make  intelli- 
gence possible.  Dr.  Winston  has  also 
written  and  edited  several  books  con- 
cerning artificial  intelligence. 

Dr.  Winston's  lecture  was  entitled: 
"Intelligent  Machines:  How  They 
Work  and  How  They  Affect  Your 
Life."  The  presentation  discussed 
how  it  is  possible  for  machines  to 
understand  English  and  reason  from

Artists  and  sup- 
porters of  the  arts  are  the  subjects  of 
the  thirty  drawings  in  the  series. 

"Artists  are  often  not  as  valued  as 
they  should  be,"  says  Ms.  Cain, 
whose  portraits  depict  visual  artists, 
opera  singers,  musicians,  film  mak- 
ers, actors  and  actresses  in  Mas- 
sachusetts. Her  goal  for  the  series  is  to 
call  public  attention  to  their  contribu- 
tions as  well  as  those  of  supporters  of 
the  arts.  (Ken  Krowne,  shown  on  this 
page,  is  a patron  of  the  arts.)  Her 
drawings,  all  done  in  charcoal,  are 
very  large,  ranging  in  size  from  26  by 
40  inches  to  four  by  seven  feet.

Judith  L.  Sanford,  Assistant 
Academic  Dean,  will  chair  the  session 
on  "Developmental  Advising  — 
Theory  into  Practice"  at  the  1981  Na- 
tional Conference  on  Academic  Ad- 
vising (NACADA).  The  Conference 
will  be  held  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  in 
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Indianapolis,  Indiana  from  October 
11  to  14.  Ms.  Sanford  was  instrumen- 
tal in  developing  and  implementing 
Pine  Manor's  advising  system  for 
students  called  COMPASS  (Com- 
prehensive Advising  System  for  Stu- 
dents).

The  President's 
Lecture  Series 

In  the  Fall  of  1980,  Pine  Manor 
inaugurated  the  President's  Lecture 
Series.  This  lecture  series  brings  to 
campus  many  distinguished  profes- 
sionals in  a variety  of  fields.  The 
following  were  lecturers  during  the 
past  academic  year. 

On  October  21,  Mr.  Frank  Voss 
opened  the  series  with  a lecture  enti- 
tled "The  Role  of  Corporate  Affairs." 
Mr.  Voss  is  the  Vice  President  for 
Corporate  Affairs  of  the  Dana  Corpo- 
ration in  Toledo,  Ohio.  His  lecture 
was  sponsored  by  the  Business  Man- 
agement program  and  S.A.M.,  the 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Man- 
agement. 

Professor  Jules  Brody  of  Harvard 
University  was  the  next  speaker  for 
the  President's  Lecture  Series.  He 
discussed,  in  French,  Racine' s Ph'edre , 
and  in  English,  "Racine  and  Shakes- 
peare; A Freudian  View."
